The rest of the report read by the secre-
tary recommended that the roll of dele-
gates and alternates of the convention
from the several states and territories, as
prepared by the national eommittee for
the temporary organization, be spproved
as the permanent roll of the convention.

Al 8 meeting of the vommitiee on plat-
form, Mr, Teller stated that he had pre-
pared a minority report on the financial
plank, whiclh he would present when the
subisct was reach=ad. Tho remainder of
the platform, he added, was entirely aat-
isfactory to him. When the money plank
was tnken up Mr. Teller's minority re-
port, which was in the form of a substi-
tute, mud declared in general terins for
the froe and unlimited eninage of silver
st a ratio at 16 to 1, was defented —ayes,
1% noes, 41. Those voting in the affima-
tive were the delegates ot Colorado, Cali-
fornia, Utah, Montana, Idaho, Wyoming,
Arizona, Nevada, North Caoolina and
New Mexico. The platform was then
adopted after a slight amendment had
been made to the gold plank.

THURSDAY MORNING,

When the convention meet at 10:30 a.
m., on Tharsday morning the considera-
tion of the platform was the first business
in order.

Platform.

The Republicans of the United States,
assembled by their representstives in
National Convention, appealing for the
popular and historical justifieation of
their cluims to the matchless achieve-
ments of thirty years of Republican rule,
earnestly and confidently address them-
selves o the awakened intelligence, ex-
perience, and vonscienco of their coun-
trymen in the following declaration of
facts and principles:

ment. We have nol intecfered, and
shall not interfere, with the existing
possgssions of any European power in
this hemisphere, bul those possessions
must not, on any pretext, be extgnded.
We hopefully look forward to the event-
ual withdrawal of the Earopean powers
from this hemisphere, and to the ulti-
mate union of all English-speaking parts
of the continent by the free consent of its
inhabitants,

CUHA.

From the hour of achieving their own
independence the people of the 1 nited
Statées have regarded with sympathy the
struggles of other American peoples to
free themselves from Earopean domina-
ton, We wateh with deep and abiding
interest the hercie battle of the Cuban
patriots against cruelty and oppression,
and our best bopes go out for the full
suceess to their determined contest for
liberty.

The Government of Spain having lost
vontrol of Cuba and being anable
protect the property or lives of resident
American eitizens or to comply with its
treaty obligations, we belleve that the
Govermment of the United States should
actively use its influenve and good offices
to restore peace and give independence
to the island,

THE NAVY.

The peace abd security of the Repub-
lie and the maintenance of its rightfal
influence among the nations of the earth,
demand a naval power commensurute
with its position and responsibility.
We, therefore, favor. the comtinued en-
largement of our Navy and a complete
system of harbor and seacost defenses.

PORKIGN IMMIGRATION,

For the protection of the quality of
